“War” Game to Be Handled 
From White House. 


OUT OF H E A L T H 


CARIER MUST GIVE HOIUM 


Hereafter No Orders Must Be Issued 


From "the F eld” Until the Presi- 


dent Has Been Given Twenty-Four 


Hours’ Notice of the Same— Prepar­ 


ations For Southern Movement of 


Troops Have Been Discontinued. 


Washington, March I.—Upon his re­ 
turn to W ashington from his southern 
vacation, Mr. Taft began to get first 
hand information about the situation 
in 
Mexico. 
The 
president 
looked 
over a report submitted ivy the state 
and navy departments showing the ex­ 
tent of tile maneuvers in Texas and 
along the Mexican border since the 
first troops wert ordered south. 
He 
had two conferences with Secret ars of 
War Dickinson, and one with General 
Leonard Wood, chief of staff, a short 
talk with Actine Secretary of State 
Huntington Wilson, and a longer con­ 
sultation with Ambassador De La Bar­ 
ra of Mexico. 
No formal statement 
was issued by the White House or by 
any of those whom the president call­ 
ed into consultation 
It is known, 
however, that the president will take 
up the Mexican situation with his cab­ 
inet at til*' meeting today. 
Was Partially in the Dark. 
Luring ids absence Mr. Taft was 
p a r tia ls in the dark as to the move­ 
ment of troops and tin diplomatic ne­ 
gotiations that have been conducted 
incident to D e situation in Mexico, 
but from now on will keep his finger 
on the pulse of tin* administration. 
He will be consulted about every move 
that is made on the border, and he w ill 
take direct personal interest In all 
negotiations. 
An order was at once 
sent to Major General W. H. Carter, 
in command at San Antonio, directing 
him 
to notify the 
war department 
hereafter of every movement of the 
troops twenty four hours in advance 
of the time when such movement is to 
be made. 
With this order in effect the 
president will lie in a position to coun­ 
termand any order of the command­ 
ing general in the field which does not 
meet with his approval. 


Relieves Mexico's Anxiety. 
A report has gained circulation here 
to the effect that Mexico has sounded 
this government with a view to ascer­ 
taining 
whether the 
Toited 
States 
could be Induced 
to withdraw the 
army from the border. 
This proposi­ 
tion, it w'hb said, was touched upon in 
the conference between the president 
and Ambassador De La Barra. 
Doubt 
is 
expressed 
that 
this 
government 
would disband the army and send the 
various 
regiments comprising it 
to 
their respective stations. 
However, 
the belief prevails that the order for­ 
warded to General Carter prohibiting 
any movement of troops without first 
consulting Washington was issued as 
a means of relieving the anxiety of the 
Mexican authorities. 
When the mili­ 
tary movement began announcement 
was made that the troops would re 
main in Texas for several months. So 
far as can be learned the authorities 
have no intention of changing their 
minds. 
W hatever the developments 
in Mexico, the war officials plan to go 
ahead with the maneuvers for the ben­ 
efit of the army and officers of the 
state military organizations. 
But it 
is said that no more troops are to be 
dispatched to the border from the 
point of mobilization at San Antonio.

A M issouri D ining Group. 
Well, so far as I have been able to 
discover, thi> group plan of keeping 
house has not been adopted to any 
considerable extent, if at all, but Just 
this week I have had a letter from an 
old friend of mine in Carthage, Mo., 
one of the prettiest towns in the Ozark 
hills, where for several years, as she 
tells me. a co-operative dining room 
enterprise bus been carried on with 
signal success. 
Some years ago a 
number of the most prominent women 
of Carthage, having wearied and sick­ 
ened of the eternal cook and kitchen 
maid problem, put their heads togeth 
er and evolved a scheme that prom­ 
ised relief. 
They consulted also with 
their collective husbands, so to speak, 
and the men of the households ap­ 
proved the plan, which was to rent 


cue or the good old fashioned resi­ 
dences in a central section of the town 
which happened to be vacant. 
This 
roomy bouse was in easy walking dis­ 
tance of all the families in the group. 
It was fitted up as a co-operative 
kitchen and dining emporium. Several 
chambers were turned 
into dining 
rooms, so that eaeh family might eat 
in private if the members desired. 
Theu there was a larger dining room. 
in which several families those to eat, 
having jolly good social times together 
at meals. 
Each family shared in the expenses 
of food, help and the general upkeep 
of the premises, according to the num­ 
ber of persons in the family, a compe­ 
tent housekeeper being put in charge 
of the whole arrangement, 
It was 
predicted that the experiment would 
fail, but it proved to be a success. 
The co-operative dining home iia^ be­ 
come in effect a social club as well, 
where 
books 
and 
magazines 
ami 
games are enjoyed by the members. 
The help appear to like their work 
mu<‘li better than the average cook or 
maid in a private house. 
Under the 
housekeeper they have more liberty 
and independence than they would be 
likely to enjoy under th** orders of a 
woman in lier own home. 
What do 
you think of the Carthage plan? 


Plan For B ig C ities. 
Just now I have heard of a nt»w 
“community kitchen” plan intended 
for large < itics. but it might work 
well in sm aller tow us too. 
Charles 
RolUnsou Lamb, president of the Mu­ 
nicipal Art society of New York, with 
the aid of his wife has evolved this 
scheme. 
It 
shows 
the 
community 
kit* hen set in the center of the bacK 
yard space of the city block, with neat 
little passageways running from this 
kitchen to each private house. 
Here 
a t lief and two or three assistants can 
prepare all the food for all the people 
in the block, aud the private kitchen 
is eliminated. 
With it go Bridget and 
Mrs. Newlywed's biscuits and cold 
storage chicken and the grocers boy 
wito is always late. 
In their place 
come a professional cook, who never 
gets out of < rder. 
Mr. Lamb told a reporter how he 
happened to think of this plan for si 
community kitchen, and it seems he 
didn’t t Ii I ii k of it at all. 
It was his 
wife. They were sitting at the library 
table after dinner one fine night. His­ 
tory does not state whether or not 
Bridget had Just withdrawn from their 
presence with ominous mutterings. It 
is quite probable, however. Anyway. 
Mrs. Lamb heaved a sigil. 
Mr. Lamb 
looked iii*. 
“What are you doing this time?” he 
asked. 
The answer marks an epoch in bis 
tory. 
“ i'm trying to figure out how many 
families there are in this block, and 
how many Bridgets 
and how much 
they all rust, and why all the cooking 
might not just as well be done in one 
kitchen aud save all tile bother.’’ 
Mr. Lamb threw down his book, and 
together they tackled the problem. A 
city block is 800 feet wide and 200 
feet long. 
Allowing twenty feet for 
each house lot, there are IOO lots, 
which means IOO houses and IOO cooks. 
lf these cooks receive an average wage 
of $20 a mouth they cost $2,000. The 
houses are heated probably from a fur 
nace, but there is a separate kitchen 
range iii each, which burns perhaps a 
ton of coal a month. 
The cost of IOO 
tons of stove coal must la* added to 
the kitchen expenses as well as tile 
innumerable other expenses for stoves, 
utensils, 
refrigerators 
and 
scouring 
soap. 
E x p e n s e s Are R educed. 
Ou the otuer band, the cost of run 
niug the co-operative kitchen comes to 
about one-sixth of this. 
A competent 
chef might eurn $150 a month, a sub 
chef $75 aud two assistant cooks $5<> 
each, making a coit of $335 for all th** 
service needed. 
The waitresses, of 
course, are less expensive servants and 
belong in the individual households. 
But the saving of expense is only 
one of the obvious advantages of the 
community kitchen. 
Far more impor­ 
tant is the saving of drudgery aud 
peace of mind. 
It was this which rec 


0 rn mended the scheme to the Lambs 
Mrs. Lamb is an artist of renown. 
Her specialty is portrait and decorative 
painting and miniatures, aud when 
Mr. Lamb is preparing one of his big 
ecclesiastical designs she does the life 
sized figures for him.

finds that domestic cares interfere se 
piously with her artistic career.

“Now’, if we had the community 
kitchen,’' it was explained eagerly by 
her husband, “all she would have to 
do would la* to telephone in to the 
manager in the morning what we 
wanted for our meals that day.

would end it; no worrying because 
Bridget had the ‘dumps.’ no teaching 
the new cook how to do things arni 
no fear that dinner will be spoiled 
She could give what time she had to 
arranging the table beautifully, plan 
Ling the best variety for the meals and 
giving all the little touches which 
make home life beautiful, because she 
would be spared the drudgery which 
just keeps it going.”
